THE isle’s famous arcades could be 
driven to the wall due to the recently 
introduced Gambling Act, it is feared. 

Isle MPs are fighting the comer for the busi¬ 
nesses, and one has has called for an adjournment 
debate in the House of Commons to try to halt the 
slide of the arcades, which are so important to 
Thanet’s tourist industry. 

Thanet South MP Dr Steve Ladyman believes 
the Act - brought in last year - has unwittingly 
contributed to the crisis facing seaside arcades, 
some of which, it is claimed, could be out of busi¬ 
ness in six months. 

Dr Ladyman says the companies which make 
the machines are also under threat as demand 
for their products falls away. 

He said: “What has happened is that the 
arcades used to in many cases have two parts - 
an adult gaming centre and a family entertain¬ 
ment centre. The adult centre offered a £2 stake 
with the possibility of winning £500. 

“It was a fun offering enjoyed by people, and 
revenue would subsidise the family centre. 

“But under the gaming act this has been 
removed and the alternative is a bookmakers, 
where a £100 gamble would give the chance of a 
£500 prize - albeit with more chance of winning. 

“Now the arcades just cannot compete as cus¬ 
tomers have deserted them in favour of the bookies. 

“Revenue is down by around one quarter. Also 
there is a company called Harry Levy Amuse¬ 
ment who produce these machines locally and 
they would normally be employing around 75 
people. But the current figure is around 50 as 
demand falls off.”

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The son who did 
so much but said 
so little about it

A DEVOTED father has 
told of his sadness after 
learning about many of his 
late son’s achievements that 
he never knew about. 

It wasn’t until the funeral tributes 
that Birchington’s Bernard La Roche 
learnt of his son Andre’s true sport¬ 
ing prowess among a range of other 
revelations. 

In an article for a book he is putting 
together, Bernard laments the pass¬ 
ing of his son Andre, who died in 
November last year aged just 41. 

The popular father of Kaya and 
partner of Katrina lived in St Peter’s 
but collapsed and died while with his 
brother Raphael in Norfolk training 
for a sporting event. 

Sadly, he died before he could even 
be taken to hospital and a post¬ 
mortem examination revealed 
atherosclerosis, a blood vessel dis¬ 
ease involving hardening of the 
arteries, as the cause of death. 

Heartbroken 

Bernard learnt of his son’s death 
the following day when his stepson 
Danny broke the news to him and 
was naturally heartbroken. 

However, such was his son’s modest 
nature that he had never mentioned 
many of his achievements to his dad, 
according to Bernard’s article, Why 
Didn’t You Tell Us, Andre?, which he 
has just completed. 

Among his son’s achievements was 
a placing in the British Mountain 
Boarding Championships, as well as 
the scooping of many taekwando 
trophies. 

Andre was also an integral part of 
the local martial arts scene with the 
taekwando club in Westgate-on-Sea 
and a black belt. 

Bernard said: “Andre achieved 
more in a few years than most do in 
a normal lifetime. 

“He had an indomitable spirit. 

“If there had been a category at the 
world championships for persever¬ 
ance he would have won the gold 
medal.”

Church attracted hundreds of 
mourners. 

Among them was a man from 
Scotland whose life Andre had saved 
after he fell into a river at a moun¬ 
tain boarding competition... another 
revelation to Bernard. 

He added: “I never had a clue about 
that - it was another thing that was 
news to me! 

“Andre really lived his life to the 
full. He burnt the candle at both ends 
and in the middle. We are all going to 
miss him dearly.”

THANET council has approved 
plans to restore a historical building 
forming part of Ramsgate’s Gran¬ 
ville Marina - thought to be the 
world’s first private beach resort. 

It is intended that No 1 Granville 
Marina will be renovated to its for¬ 
mer glory. 

The owner of the building was 
served a notice to bring the Grade II- 
listed building up to standard in 
August 2007, but work did not start 
until January this year. 

As a result, the council said it 
would carry out the work and charge 
the owner, but he started work on 
the day that contractors turned up. 

Soon after, however, there were 
complaints that cracks had appeared 
in the side of the building and the site 
was declared unsafe by surveyors. 

Partial demolition was carried out 
under council supervision to make 
the building safe again, with fittings 
kept and given to the owner after 
photographs were taken of them. 


Cllr Sandy Ezekiel, leader of Thanet 
council, said: “This prominent and his¬ 
torical building plays an important 
part in Ramsgate’s rich heritage. 

‘With more than 900 listed build¬ 
ings, Ramsgate is a place steeped in 
history and this is why we had 
to take this action to preserve 
1 Granville Marina. 

“The planning committee took the 
decision to serve a repairs notice and 
I have also met the owners to discuss 
what will happen next. 

We want to ensure that this build¬ 
ing is kept for future generations to 
enjoy and, despite the fact that part 
of it has had to be demolished to 
make it safe, I believe it will be 
restored to its original condition by 
the owner.” 

The building is more commonly 
known as the former Marina Res¬ 
taurant but was originally built as a 
photographic studio by John Thom¬ 
as Wimperis, a favoured architect of 
the first Duke of Westminster.

Service charge hike leaves 
flat residents fearing eviction

DISABLED and elderly people are 
facing a 50 per cent increase in the 
service charge they pay for a warden- 
assisted block of flats in Ramsgate. 

Anxious residents of Minerva House contact¬ 
ed KOS Media after they discovered a ‘for sale’ 
notice for one of the flats, saying the service 
charge was going to increase by as much as 73 
per cent from April 1. 

The confusion for the residents, including 
some who have Alzheimer’s and need oxygen to 
breathe, continued because they were unable to 
get hold of anyone at the housing association, 
Hyde Housing, which owns the block. 

Sue Blake, who suffers from chronic asthma 
and has to claim disability benefits, lives with 
her husband, who has arthritis. She told how 
the residents felt let down. 

“People are going to start losing their homes 
over it. People will be right on the breadline. 
It is discrimination against the elderly,” she said. 

The 57-year-old is the youngest resident 


in the block, while the oldest is 92, she said. 

Leaseholders were unable to get hold of any¬ 
one at Hyde, she said: “It is not fair - no one 
has been able to get through at all. They are 
ignoring everyone, or they get an answerphone 
message and no one calls back.” 

Panic started after residents discovered a ‘for 
sale’ notice from In Place, the charity sub¬ 
sidiary of Hyde that delivers its services, stat¬ 
ing the service charge was increasing from 
£161.80 a month to £279.47. 

Charges 

A spokeswoman for Hyde Housing said: 
“Residents of Minerva House were first in¬ 
formed about the likelihood of a substantial 
increase in service charges for the financial 
year 2008-09 at a special meeting at the end of 
December 2007. 

‘We are currently finalising service charges 
and anticipate that the charge for 2008-09 will 
be £235.60, which equals a 46 per cent increase 
on last year’s charge.” 

But Mrs Blake and other residents remained 
furious that this was not explained to them and 
say the amount is still too high. 


She said: We might as well have kept paying 
our mortgage.” 

Norman Still chaired a residents’ meeting on 
Wednesday to discuss the increases. 

The 73-year-old said: “It went up by 22 per 
cent last year - where’s it going to stop? 
Everyone is on pensions or disability allowance. 

“No one is coming up with any answers, and 
think of the stress we are under. We have 
residents with Alzheimer’s, people who need 
oxygen, there are some of us who are fit and 
wellish, but we are not strong people.” 

Nine residents wrote to their MP, Dr Steve 
Ladyman, to complain. 

“They are certainly worried - at the very least 
they deserve to be told what is going on. 

“A housing association should behave better 
than that - you can understand if this was some 
sort of fly-by-night business, but they have a duty 
to explain things properly,” Dr Ladyman said. 

A Hyde spokeswoman said that a meeting 
would be held to explain the rises to residents. 
She insisted that the association kept in touch 
with all its residents. 

She claimed the increases were needed to 
ensure the needs of residents were met.

Team digging 
for secrets of 
Thanet Earth 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS are digging 
at the Thanet Earth glasshouse 
site near Monkton to see what 
parts of the isle’s history they can 
unearth. 

Teams of experts from the Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust are carrying out an 
intensive excavation and study at the mas¬ 
sive site that will cover hundreds of acres of 
farmland between the villages of Monkton, 
Acol and St Nicholas-at-Wade. 

The dig is being funded by the Fresca 
Group, which is developing the land. 

Results have already emerged, with the 
cremated remains of one Roman Thanetian 
among the items discovered. 

Cemeteries 

Evidence of Roman cremation cemeteries, 
and Roman and Iron Age field systems, are 
also coming to light at the site, which will 
eventually see 222 acres covered with con¬ 
crete and glass. 

Joining the teams on the site has been 
Dr Alasdair Bruce, who is an expert in 
geology and Conservative councillor for the 
Birchington South ward. 

He said: “To be this close to an ancient 
Thanetian was a privilege and an honour. This

was a new and exciting experience for me.” 

He added: “Although my profession is 
geology, I could not help but be inspired by 
the level of care being taken by the site own¬ 
ers and Canterbury Archaeological Trust to 
ensure all evidence of Thanet’s past is prop¬ 
erly recorded.” 

CAT director Paul Bennett said; “We 
are seeing evidence everywhere we look 
of enclosures, ditches and droveways 
telling us that this area has been in cul¬ 
tivation at least back to the Iron Age and 
probably earlier. 

“We have highly-qualified staff recording 
all information unearthed.” 

The work so far has involved scraping off 
topsoil to search for areas where old resi¬ 
dents of the isle may have lived and worked. 

Archaeologists have had previous success 
in nearby areas, uncovering artefacts 
important to documenting the isle’s past 
such as an Iron Age hut, Bronze Age ceme¬ 
teries and a medieval farmstead. 

The teams are hopeful of uncovering more 
of the area’s history as aerial surveillance 
has shown crop marks indicating ring ditch¬ 
es in which artefacts may be lurking. 


Buried evidence is 
seeing light of day 

THE soil of Thanet’s fields hold many histori¬ 
cal truths. 

Workers from the Canterbury Archaeological 
Trust have been delving beneath the soil for 
the last few weeks to see what they can uncov¬ 
er at the Thanet Earth site near Monkton. 

Evidence of Roman and Iron Age settle¬ 
ments are among those that have already 
come to light. 

The area will be used to host giant 
glasshouses as part of the Thanet Earth pro¬ 
ject in the long term, but the teams must first 
complete their dig before they are built.

Care needed helping 
oil-covered seabirds 

THE Thanet Coast Project is asking anyone 
who finds a living seabird that has been affect¬ 
ed by oil washing up on the beaches to call the 
correct people. 

The public should phone Plunkett’s vets 
surgery on 01843 591899, local volunteer 
Janet Smith on 01843 223580, or the RSPCA 
at Mallydams, Hastings, on 01424 812055. 

If one is found, it must be approached with 
caution, handled with gloves and care must be 
taken not to distress the creature. 

The bird should be kept in a dark cardboard 
box in a warm environment near a radiator or 
hot-water bottle. 

Oil has been washing up on beaches from 
Ramsgate around the coast to Westgate-on- 
Seaand and is believed to come from the Ice 
Prince incident off the Dorset coast. 

Turner is approved 

PLANS for the £15 million Turner Con¬ 
temporary arts venue have been unanimously 
approved by Thanet council. 

The authority’s planning committee approved 
the plans on Wednesday, subject to agreements 
on infrastructure such as road signs and 
improved cycle and pedestrian access. 

The new centre in Margate will have a 
gallery featuring work by JMW Turner, a 
second gallery for work by young artists and 
visitors, lecture and screening rooms, confer¬ 
ence facilities and a cafe.

Q Is sexual exploitation the main reason people are 
trafficked? 

It is the main reason. Official UN figures 
say about 80 per cent of people who are 
trafficked are women and children - but there 
are several other reasons. 

There are many reasons that people traffick 
children, for example. Sometimes it’s sexual 
exploitation, others it’s benefit fraud where 
they are passed from family to family so they 
can claim. They are also trafficked to be used 
for street crime or domestic servitude. 


Q 


Why don't more victims escape? 


A The traffickers exert control over their vic¬ 
tims. Fear, and fear of beatings, is just as 
effective as cells and bars. 

The traffickers instil distrust in the authori¬ 
ties, telling victims that if the police come they 
will arrest them because they’re in the country 
illegally. Some traffickers, and this is some¬ 
thing we have come across, when they kidnap 
someone for prostitution get the first person to 
rape them to dress up as a police officer. 


Q 


How do you get round this? 


A When we go on a raid like Operation 
Pentameter we take a load of ipods with 
phrases in the 10 most common languages 
we’ve come across loaded on to them. 

The officers show them laminated cards of 
different countries’ flags and they can point to, 


say, number seven - Lithuania. Then the offi¬ 
cer can scroll down to number seven on the 
ipod and the victim can hear all about what we 
are doing there and what we can do for them 
in their own language. This explains who we 
are and what we can do to help, offering the 
services of a doctor, or the chance to talk to a 
female police officer if they need to. 


Q 


Describe how a typical trafficking network operates 


A There is no typical network and that’s 
what can make it difficult. Some traffick¬ 
ing is carried out by highly organised inter¬ 
national criminal gangs who run the process 
from beginning to end, from the initial contact 
to the exploitation itself. 

We have also come across much smaller, 
more informal, gangs who are only involved in 
part of the chain. So a gang in Bulgaria might 
pass victims on to another group. The bottom 
line with trafficking is that it’s all about money. 
Traffickers trade people for money, just like 
drugs, counterfeit money or guns. It is making 
money out of a modern-day slave trade. 


Q 


How are you combating the trade? 


It is not an immigration issue - 25 per cent 
of victims are EU nationals, they are entitled 
to be here, they are just being exploited. This 
is often what makes it so difficult to spot at 
border controls. Most of the victims who come 
in do so legally. When they are stopped they 
are relaxed and happy because they think 
they are here to start a better life where they 
can support themselves and their families. 

You cannot underestimate or overstress the 
trauma that these girls go through. In the case 
of sexual exploitation, they are forced to sell 
themselves for sex, maybe 20 times a day, 365 
days a year. A trafficker doesn’t care if it’s 
Christmas Day - if someone wants a girl for 
sex he’ll get them a girl. 


Q 


I What is your background? 


A I am a police officer with 28 years’ service 
- the last six of those I’ve specialised in this 
sort of work. I set up the first teams to combat 
trafficking and it was one of them that 
brought the first prosecutions. 

I was director of intelligence for Yorkshire 
Police, then moved to head up the national 
Intelligence Service based in London. I left 
that post to become head of centre. 


A Human trafficking is not a problem the 
police can solve on their own. The UKHTC 
includes dozens and dozens of organisations, 
including the police, the serious crime investi¬ 
gation team, social services and the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 


Operation Pentameter II saw addresses in 
Sittingbourne, Herne Bay, Whitstable and Ramsgate 
raided. The original Operation Pentameter in 2006 
also saw properties in Medway targeted.

KENT’S biggest radio station 
Invicta FM will take part in 
an international energy-sav¬ 
ing day next month and is 
asking people to join them 
for Lights Out Kent. 

Earth Hour will see celebrities, 
politicians and thousands of people 
across the globe turning off their 
lights for an hour. 

The team at the radio station will 
join in on Saturday, March 29, from 
8pm.

A NURSE has this week given an 
insight into the fascinating world 
of infection control - and the risk of 
a worldwide bird flu pandemic. 

Debbie Weston is a specialist in infection 
prevention and control for East Kent 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

She spoke to KOSMedia this week as part of 
the award-winning publisher’s campaign to 
promote hand hygiene in hospitals and health¬ 
care centres across the county. 

Miss Weston, who lives in Westgate, has just 
had her first book published - called Infection 
Control: Theory and Practice for Healthcare 
Professionals. 

She said the book was aimed at anyone with 
an interest in the subject - from physiothera¬ 
pists, social workers, healthcare assistants and 
nursing students to members of the public. 

The fight against the new superbugs can be 
seen as a battle that nature is winning - the 
organisms are mutating and evolving into 
more virulent strains faster than scientists 
can develop new antibiotics to cure them. 

She said: “It is about keeping the environ¬ 
ment clear, decontaminating hands and wear¬ 
ing the appropriate clothing. 

“If the basics are in place then you can go a 
long way to breaking the train of transmis¬ 
sion.” 

Basic hand hygiene is where KOSMedia 
readers, viewers and listeners can help - sim¬ 
ply washing your hands with alcohol gel or liq¬ 
uid soap and water helps healthcare profes¬ 
sionals in their battle against killer health¬ 
care-associated infections. 

Miss Weston’s interest and fascination with 
these organisms is contagious.

“How they change is fascinating. 

Look at H5N1 or avian flu - it was 
pathogenic or harmful to birds 
and it has mutated to cause dis¬ 
ease in humans. At the moment it 
cannot spread from human to 
human but there is the potential 
there for a pandemic. 

“For there to be a pandemic you 
have got to have a new virus. It 
has got to demonstrate the ability 
to jump the species barrier and 
become transmissible. 

“That is why it is being monitored 
so closely because it has already 
been killing people who have been 
in contact with poultry,” she said. 

Bird flu is like MRSA and Clostridium diffi¬ 
cile (C diff), she said, it is vital to understand 
the organism so people are better equipped to 
understand the importance of stopping it. 


Examples of past outbreaks, 
such as Sars (Severe acute respi¬ 
ratory syndrome) which killed 
around 800 people after its emer¬ 
gence from China in 2002, 
Legionnaires disease in the 
1980s and Salmonella, are used 
in the book as examples of what 
can go wrong, she said. 

“There are basic precautions 
based on the idea that you do not 
know who has got what. 
Something called universal pre¬ 
cautions has been in place since 
the 80s and HIV. 

“It centres on hand washing, 
gloves and aprons but it has gone 
on from there... It is about keeping the envi¬ 
ronment clean and decontaminating equip¬ 
ment - if people are doing these all of the time 
then they will reduce the risk of infection

spreading from people to people,” she said. 

With organisms mutating and evolving and 
diseases thought to have been defeated re- 
emerging infection control teams certainly 
have their work cut out. 

Last week the Health Protection Agency 
revealed that a Kent healthcare worker had 
contracted tuberculosis. 

“TB is fascinating, it is a potentially curable 
disease, and is treatable with antibiotics. 
There is not a resurgence in the general popu¬ 
lation but in certain high risk groups. 

“It is predominantly people bom overseas 
where there is a high rate within the popula¬ 
tion,” Miss Weston said. 

Another potential threat is the emergence of 
the Community MRSA that is currently caus¬ 
ing problems in America. 

She said: “There is a recognised need for new 
antibiotics and controlling the ones we are cur¬ 
rently giving.”

So full marks to a former Meridian favourite 
- who started her TV news-presenting career 
on local TV 10 years ago - and Strictly Come 
Dancing winner.. 

Natasha Kapfinsky has admitted that she 
cannot justify her £1 million salary which 
Channel Five used to lure her from the BBC. 

She has said it was “an astonishing amount of 
money” and it had “done something completely 
ridiculous to my wages”. 

She didn’t even try to justify herself - here’s 
what she said: “Five seem to think I am but, no, 
how can anybody justify that? 

“A dustman is worth £1 million for cleaning 
up the rubbish, as far as I’m concerned, and a 
doctor is worth £20 million for saving someone’s 
fife.

way through Parliament, so Dr Ladyman has 
called for the debate to resolve matters. 

“The business is suffering and I have a sea¬ 
side constituency with a gaming machine 
manufacturing company, so I felt I had to do 
something,” he said. 

Colin Malleiy, a consultant for Harry Levy, 
which makes and distributes gambling mac¬ 
hines at its base in Pysons Way, Broadstairs, 
confirmed that trade was far from healthy. 

He said: “We’ve been a very successful com¬ 
pany for years, but things have dropped off 
very badly. 

“This legislation has left all the other casinos 
and betting shops with the better machines, 
and customers migrated to them immediately. 

“I counted two people in the over-18 section 
of a local arcade on a Friday night recently - 
it’s very worrying.” 

TTianet North MP Roger Gale and Laura 
Sandys, parliamentary candidate for TTianet 
South, also want a re-think. 

A joint statement from the pair read: “It’s 
clear that one of a number of the unintended 


consequences of the Government’s ill-thought- 
through 2005 Act has been damage to the prof¬ 
itability of seaside arcades while encouraging 
the growth of ‘adult gaming centres’ and the 
spread of bookmakers.” 

The statement said the situation would be 
better under the Tories: “The trade have made 
it clear that unless they’re allowed to revert to 
the stakes and numbers of machines permit¬ 
ted prior to the passing of Labour’s Act, still 
more businesses will go to the wall. 

“The trade association, BACTA, has made 
representations to Government and they have 
our full support. 

‘We will be meeting with their chief executive 
on behalf of the TTianet and Heme Bay Arcade 
and Machine Manufacturing Industry to see 
what measures may be taken to persuade the 
Government to change its legislation. 

“If this government does not respond to 
industry representations, then we have a clear 
undertaking that the next Conservative 
government will - but with up to two years to 
mn before the next general election that may 
be too late for some businesses.”

- have worked together to draw up the 
Dreamland Planning Brief. 

The public were consulted and asked for 
their views when the brief was being drawn 
up. 

Nick Laister, leader of the Save Dreamland 
Campaign, said: “We’re happy with the brief 

- this is a firm base from which to move for¬ 
ward.

“The amusement park will still be the dom¬ 
inant use and if that means that some of the 
site is used for housing, then, in my opinion, 
that’s a compromise worth taking.” 

Part of the site will host residential proper¬ 
ties which will help to fund the future provi¬ 
sion of an amusement park. 

A new planning brief will now be prepared 
for the neighbouring Arlington Square. 

Cllr Roger Latchford, cabinet member for 
culture and economy, said: “This planning 
guidance clearly sets out to prospective 
developers exactly what the council and the 
local community are looking for on the site. 

“People have made their views clear that 
they wish to keep an amusement park and 
that they wish to avoid more house-building, 
but we have to be realistic and accept that for 
the first to happen it will probably need to be 
funded by an element of residential develop¬ 
ment. 

“Now that this guidance is in place, we look 
forward to working with developers and see¬ 
ing their ideas for the site.”

Peter Radcliffe, 52, 
is leader of the 
Thanet RSPB group. 
Here he talks to 
Yourthanet about 
his love of wildlife. 



Why did you get involved with the RSPB, Peter? 

I like the outside activity, really. I've had an interest in 
birdlife for a long time and it seemed like a natural 
progression to get involved with the organisation. I 
actually started more than 20 years ago when I became 
a committee member and have slowly worked my way up 
through the years to group leadership. I've been 
everything from bring-and-buy officer to recruitment 
officer in the meantime. 

What do you enjoy most about your role? 

It gets me out of the house into the countryside and I 
love the fresh air and the walking that comes with it. You 
really never can tell what you are going to see each time 
you go out until you get there, so there is always an 
element of surprise and the unknown about it. 

Is east Kent a good area for birdwatching? 

Yes. It's a vast area and has so much to offer. I went out 
on a recent four-hour walk with one of our group leaders 
at Foreness Point and it was fascinating being shown all 
the butterflies, moths, orchids and plantlife, and the best 
places to see them in the summer. Just outside Thanet, 
Grove Ferry is a lovely spot. You can see kingfishers, 
marsh harriers, little egrets, sparrowhawks, kestrels and 
so on. It often depends on luck, but you really can see a 
wonderful variety of birds and wildlife there, and it's 
not too far from where I live. Just 15 minutes from 
leaving my house I can be there immersed in nature, 
which is great. 

Why would you encourage others to get involved? 

Well, it's far from being a secret society. On the whole, 
most birdwatchers are very friendly people who are 
more than willing to help others get involved and to 
share their information and knowledge.

Help for OAPs to 
pay their way 

A NUMBER of high-street retailers 
have recently announced that they 
will no longer offer their customers 
the opportunity to pay by cheque. 

While the slow death of cheques 
is probably inevitable, older people 
remain more likely than other age 
groups to continue to use cheques as 
a means of payment. 

The truth is that some older 


consumers in Thanet may already 
be struggling with the many 
changes in the way we manage 
money, such as the introduction of 
chip-and-pin cards, and this 
represents another challenge. 

More than nine in 10 older people 
have told us that more should be 
done to help vulnerable older people 
deal with the changes in the way 
society uses money, while seven in 
10 feel that older people have fewer 
opportunities for learning how to 
manage their money. 

As a charity we provide advice to 
older people across the country on 
exactly these issues through our 
Your Money Matters programme, 
which we run in partnership with 
Barclays. 

The projects are aimed at 
improving the skills, confidence and 
financial situation of older people by 
providing basic money management 
and debt advice. 

We would recommend the 
following advice for older readers 
who often pay for their shopping by 
cheque and are concerned about 
these changes. 

Consider asking your bank or 
building society for a chip-and-pin or 
a chip-and-signature card. 

If you have trouble understanding 
how these work, you can ask your 
bank or building society for 
instruction. 

In the case of chip-and-pin, the 
personal identification number 
(PIN) provides added security for 
card transactions. 

For those who find it difficult to 
use pin numbers, the chip-and- 
signature card is a better option. 

All retailers should offer this 
facility to use this type of card 
where you can sign for goods.

Accompanied by virtuoso grii- i 
tarist Carmelo Luggeri, Dee ) 
performs a selection of both 
classic tracks and new materi- fl 
al. It is a distinct change from } 
her soul background, but one 1 
which has given the Bradford- 1 
bom singer a new sense of free- 1 
dom. 

“It’s partly about my tastes ' 
maturing, because a lot of music 1 
now sounds very generic,” she 1 
explained during rehearsals. 

“But it’s also come about because 
I’ve never had a strong musical 
identity. There are lots of artists 
about whom, as soon as they’re 
mentioned, you have an exact idea 
of what you’re going to get. But not 
with me, as I’ve done so many dif¬ 
ferent styles.” 

Born as Pauline Mathews in 
1947, she discovered her love for 
singing at a very young age. At 16 ] 
she was working in Boots and! 
singing in a local dance band, when ' 
a record company worker happened 
to be in the audience one night. This 
led to her winning a record deal and 
her name being changed to the more 
exotic-sounding Kiki Dee. 

Although Dee recorded a number of 
albums and became the first 
European signing to Motown 
Records, the next ten years were a 
difficult time. She failed to achieve 
commercial success, though she 
became a respected cabaret singer 
and spent time singing backing 
vocals for Dusty Springfield. 

“I found it quite difficult because 
visiting London was so exciting in the 
60s, but then I would go back to 
Bradford and feel quite flat because 
there was nothing to do at that time,” 
she recalled. 

“All the other girls from the north, 
like Cilia Black, were doing really 
well but it wasn’t my time. In hind¬ 
sight I think it’s a good thing that I 
didn’t do too well so early on. But I 
always had an inner belief that I 
would make it.” 

Dee’s fortunes changed when Elton 
John’s manager contacted her out of 
the blue in 1972, inviting her to sign 
to John’s new independent label, 
Rocket Records. Her first album was 
produced by John himself and he also 
encouraged her to start writing 
songs. 

“It was great because I’d been in the 
music industry for 10 years and I was 


finally working with people my own 
age,” she said. “It was exciting to get 
a hit record and go on Top of the 
Pops.”

“MY T-SHIRT’S too tight, I’m try¬ 
ing to stretch it,” says Sylvester 
Stallone as he enters the room 
pulling at the sleeves of his under¬ 
strain top. It’s little wonder it’s a 
snug fit, considering his biceps are 
the size of most people’s thighs. 

As he takes to his chair, it’s easy to forget ‘Sly 1 
is 61 years old and it’s even easier once you’ve 
seen him skipping over logs, running through 
steamy jungle and despatching enemy soldiers 
with ease in his latest film Rambo. 

The fourth instalment in the series, this new 
film comes 20 years after Rambo III - a film 
Stallone’s less than proud of. So why resurrect 
the character? 

He says: “I thought that it might be an inter¬ 
esting revisit today, because an entire genera¬ 
tion has not seen Rambo. They probably think 
he’s someone’s granddad.” 

The new movie finds Vietnam veteran and 
one-man army Rambo, living a quiet life in 
northern Thailand, near the Burmese border. 

When a band of American missionaries are 
taken hostage up-river by a ruthless and 
sadistic army colonel and his soldiers, Rambo 
leads a group of mercenaries in a violent res¬ 
cue mission into the war zone. 

The film is gritty, the bloodiest of all the 
Rambo franchise and, set in a real-life conflict 

- Burma’s bloody civil war has waged on since 
the country came under military rule in 1962 

- it has an extra resonance, especially thanks 
to the opening segment featuring newsreel 
from last year’s hideous events. 

Depending on which reports you read, hun¬ 
dreds or thousands of peaceful Burmese pro¬ 
testers were killed - a number that includes 
many Buddhist monks.

Knowing what a political hotbed it was, 
Stallone - who also wrote, directed and co-pro- 
duced the film - was reluctant to attempt the 
project without doing the necessary research. 

“We looked at The Free Burma Rangers a 
lot, hit all the websites and so on,” he says, in 
his trademark drawl. 

“There’s an unbelievable amount of material 
available on the atrocities there, literally 
updated hour by hour. It’s hard to believe the 
horrendous activity going on there and that it’s 
publicised, but nobody does anything about it.” 

There is nothing light-hearted about Rambo, 
but if the viewing experience is a turbulent 
ride, it’s nothing compared to what the actors 
and crew were going through off-screen. 

“I didn’t want to go to Northern Thailand to 
film because we were getting an abundant

amount of death threats,” admits Stallone. 
“The Burmese police are insidious and work 
up and down the river near where we were. 

“It was a very dangerous place, people were 
on saline drips all over the place,” he says. 
“Even the bushes were dangerous. I wondered 
if there was anything around there that was 
nice. Even the butterflies were deadly. The 
biggest problem was the snakes, or maybe the 
centipedes, which were about a foot long! 

He sums up: “It was a tense situation and a 
very difficult film to make, but I’m glad we did 
it there and I’m so glad we got so many 
Burmese to be in the film. They were terrified, 
absolutely terrified of being in the film.”

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Powder runs to die for

“THIS isn’t the place for novices,” 
barked the American ski guide 
rather aptly dubbed The General. 

“This is for expert skiers and if you are 
struggling, we will have to pull you off the 
mountain because this is a day to rip it up,” 
added the square-jawed, six-foot-plus slab of 
raw testosterone. 

I was already weak-kneed before the rather 
stem induction speech inside a hut at 11,640 
feet on top of Keystone’s Dercum Mountain in 
Colorado. 

I’d also been fitted with a ‘transceiver’ for the 
first time. This box-like device is strapped to 
your body and emits a signal so rescuers can 
find you, dead or alive, under a mass of snow, 
rocks, trees and anything else an avalanche 
cares to bring down the mountainside with it. 

If I was going to back out, now was the time 
to do it. But having travelled thousands of 
miles for the privilege of a day of cat-skiing, 
cowardice was simply not an option. 

Cat-skiing is named after the tank-like 
snowcat vehicles used to ferry skiers up and 
down the mountains to reach the parts the 
lifts cannot reach. 

Over the last three years, the activity has 
really taken off in Keystone, a delightful resort 
positioned metaphorically and geographically 
in the shadows of its bigger and more promi¬ 
nent neighbours, Vail and Breckenridge. 

The resort is in the unusual position of hav-

ing several bowls, comprising more than 1,100 
acres of steep and deep snowy terrain, not 
serviced by lifts. 

This vast mountain wilderness was once 
only privy to skiers with legs of steel and the 
patience to undertake a lengthy hike. But now, 
thanks to a dedicated bunch of ski patrol staff 
and two tmsty snowcats, powder runs to die 
for are yours for the ridiculously low price of 
$8 a day. 


At the current exchange rate, that roughly 
works out around £4 a run, as the excellent 
guides from Keystone Adventure Tours aim to 
get in as many as ten different runs per ses¬ 
sion. 

Of course, it would be difficult to place an 
exact value on the pure pleasure of skiing on 
waist-deep virgin snow without a single per¬ 
son in your line of vision, but I would confi¬ 
dently estimate it to be much higher than £4 a 
mn. 

If you’re new to off-piste skiing, it will take a 
little time to adjust to the sensation of 
manoeuvring through deep snow. 

Once you’ve got it, you’ll have forgotten 
about the harsh introduction speech at the 
beginning of the day and you’ll be executing 
perfect turns and whizzing through the trees 
in this most picturesque of playgrounds. 

The views from this high-altitude and isolat¬ 
ed mountain tops are little short of breathtak¬ 
ing. Allied to just about the finest ski condi¬ 
tions I have ever had, the cat-skiing alone is 
worth the transatlantic jet-lag. 

A fitting end to a magnificent day of skiing 
can be found at the Alpenglow Stube. At 
11,444 feet at the top of Keystone’s North 
Peak, the award-winning gourmet restaurant 
offers views of the Continental Divide and a 
roaring open fire place to blast the chill from 
your fingertips. 

With the snow records of many European 
resorts faltering in recent winters and the 
favourable exchange rates in the US, the likes 
of Breckenridge, Vail and Keystone look set to 
become even more popular with the lucrative 
British ski market.

WHEN Russell T Davis and his 
BBC paymasters brought back 
Doctor Who in 2005, the reception 
from most was warm. 

The fresh look, different approach and fine 
performances from then leading man Chris¬ 
topher Eccleston made good Saturday night 
fare. 

Yet the series slipped quickly into the mire. 

Before the project was given the chance to 
breathe and develop, by the time the second 
series and next - and current - Doctor, David 
Tennant, had arrived, the premise was sold off, 
profiteered from and slapped on the side of a 
plastic lunchbox. 

The series had been revitalised, a British 
institution given the kiss of life, but The Man 
quickly took over, the charm was stripped 
away and the whole thing started to stink 
worse than Dad’s old underpants. 

So, it was with the general feeling that I’d 
rather share a bathtub with a Portuguese 
Man o’ War that I sat down for an episode of 
Who spin-off Torchwood. 

Thus far it was a bullet I’d managed to 
dodge, but it was with breath set to less-than- 
baited that I steeled myself for the 60-minute 
running time. 

Unfortunately, the diagnosis is not good, 
Doc. 

In fact, the rumours about the awfulness are 
well founded. It’s terminally bad. 

Firstly, there’s the cast, who over-act like 
their EastEnders bit-part futures depended on 
it and then there’s the plot, which made about 
as much sense as bringing back Top of the 
Pops with Steve McLaren as the hip young 
host. It all had something to do with a series of 


murders in Cardiff, which inexplicably seems 
to be the first port of call for any hostile aliens 
with worldwide takeover plans nowadays. 

But all this pales into insignificance when 
compared with the efforts of John Barrowman. 

Fresh from pimping himself out to any chat 
or talent show that can contain his false laugh, 
he flounces about like a robotic loon as the 
over-earnest Captain Jack. 

Dressed as if he’s been given £200 to spend 
in the Topman vintage section, here is a char¬ 
acter so devoid of charm, presence, or any kind 
of likeability, he makes Ian Beale seem like a 
Jack Nicholson charm-offensive. 

Nevertheless, the odious, poor man’s Tom 
Cruise shouted and stomped his way through 
the duration, with his wee gang of go-getters 
hanging on to his every forced word. 

But it’s not just Torchwood’s ineptitude that 


rankles, it’s more the fact that the BBC has 
clearly spent a packet of licence-payers’ money 
on this bobbins. 

Spooks shows that the Beeb can do decent 
action dramas when they put their minds to it, 
but to recommission Torchwood, which, on this 
evidence, hasn’t improved one jot since the 
critically ravaged first run, is unforgivable. 

The show is, I understand, halfway through 
its run on BBC2, but do yourself a favour: 
spend an hour of your life doing something 
more worthwhile. 

I can suggest running backwards into traffic, 
or playing with a kite near pylons.

YOURKENTTV’S new online 
music show the ether launches this 
week, showcasing a selection of the 
county’s best artists. 

A series of 12 live performances will take 
place over the next few months, with a new 
show released every Wednesday. 

The programme features a huge selection of 
music from the sublime sound of solo guitarist 
Jon Woode to the blistering metal onslaught of 
My Life in the Making. 

Ether director Paul Jerreat explained his 
eclectic approach to picking the musicians to 
appear: “I’m trying to show off a variety of acts, 
so expect hard rock, acoustic singer/songwrit¬ 
ers, ska, hardcore metal and a sprinkling of 
psychedelic indie... oh and folk punk. 

“Some of them are bands that I’ve seen play¬ 
ing live and been blown away by, but there are 
also some I’ve only just discovered in the 
course of planning the show. 

“One thing I have discovered is that I’m not 
going to run out of talented acts in Kent; there 
are just so many to choose from.” 

Each episode sees the bands playing two 
songs live for the cameras, then answering 
questions in an interview conducted by ether 
presenter Charley Vines. 

Despite the hours spent in the editing suite 
and the huge amount of organisation involved, 
Mr Jerreat says the project has been a hugely 
positive experience: “The bands themselves 
are all being enormously supportive and are 
helping out in any way they can. Also Charley 
helps make everything go smoothly with her 
extensive knowledge of the Kent music scene. 

“Charley and I really enjoy watching the 
bands play, it’s a massive privilege, but when 


we all sit down to chat it’s always great. People 
who play music together have such a close 
relationship that it’s always fun to glimpse 
each bands unique sense of humour.” 

Mr Jerreat previously worked as a freelance 
photographer documenting live gigs around 
Kent for various newspapers. 

He said: “I’ve been away from the Kent 
music scene for a couple of years now and I 


must admit that upon getting involved again I 
have found that some of my favourite venues 
and regular gigs have been shut down. Not to 
mention that some of my favourite bands have 
called it a day, including Gravesend punks 
3Dbs Down. 

“But I think things just change and I’ve 
found there are plenty of people still working 
to make the Kent music scene work.”

Lenders look to axe 
the mega-mortgage

The new site allows people to create a 
virtual version of their home, enabling 
them to experiment online with all 
aspects of design - paint, wallpaper, 
flooring, furniture and lighting - and 
buy them through the site. 

It is interactive as well - other users 
can comment on your virtual room, sug¬ 
gest ideas and even, if they are sufficient¬ 
ly inspired, buy one of the items of furni¬ 
ture in it themselves - giving you a cut. 

Mr Hoberman said: “Between 50 and 
60 per cent of people need pictorial rep¬ 
resentation of something to visualise it.” 

Landlords, are you 
going green yet? 

A DAY never passes without someone 
talking about strategies for protecting 
the planet. 

Energy efficiency is a hot topic for 
landlords, along with the impact of the 
impending Energy Performance 
Certificates for rented accommodation 
as required by the European Directive 
adopted in 2001. 

Many of them are asking if it is worth 
investing in making improvements now, 
before the legislation is implemented 
next autumn. 

Tina Nicholls, operations manager of 
Ashton Burkinshaw, said: “New regula¬ 
tions already apply to houses in multiple 
occupancy and we expect that by this 
autumn all rental properties will need 
Energy Performance Certificates. 

“If landlords are refurbishing they 
should consult their local Building 
Regulations Officer with a view to mak¬ 
ing changes now.” 

Key points to bear in mind are: 

• Cavity wall and loft insulation are 
very cost-effective measures to improve 
energy efficiency. 

• If replacing a boiler over 15 years 
old, you need a high efficiency condens¬ 
ing boiler, preferably linked to modem 
heating controls. 

• A combi boiler saves space as well as 
energy. 

• Replace appliances with ones display¬ 
ing Energy Saving Recommended logo. 


MORTGAGES which let people 
borrow more than the value of 
their home are on the way out. 

Before Christmas, a third of lenders offered 
mortgages of 100 per cent or more - but now 
just one in ten do so. 

The 125 per cent mortgages are often taken 
out by desperate young first-time buyers and 
cash-strapped divorcees who require the extra 
money for stamp duty, legal fees, decorating 
and other costs, but are instantly plunged into 
negative equity because the value of their 
home is less than the size of their loan. 

Now mortgage companies have appeared to 
accept that lending such sums is wrong. 

Experts say there are two reasons for this - 
lenders themselves are stmggling to raise 
money for loans, and they are worried about

handing it over to the highest-risk borrowers. 

Mega-mortgages have become common only 
over the last decade, fuelled by people’s des¬ 
peration to get on to the property ladder before 
prices soared further out of reach. 

Industry sources estimate up to 20,000 loans 
every year have been handed out to people 
borrowing 100 per cent or more. 

Alliance & Leicester was the first to make the 
move, axing its “Plus Mortgage” range which 
offered up to 125 per cent of the house value. 

Then Abbey, the second-biggest mortgage 
lender, and Coventry Building Society, said 
they will scrap their deals. 

Despite the gloomy recent economic fore¬ 
casts there was a rebound in mortgage lending 
during January with total advances jumping 


by 11 per cent. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders said £26.5 
billion was lent during the month, up from 
£23.92 billion in December and in line with 
the figure for January last year. 

The review of practices in lending mortgages 
was prompted by the difficulties Northern 
Rock ran into. 

Louise Cuming, head of mortgages at mon- 
eysupermarket.com, said: “There’s absolutely 
no doubt Northern Rock was walking a seri¬ 
ously risky tightrope. 

“They were offering mortgages of four or five 
times the applicant’s income. 

“People who have borrowed a lot for their 
mortgages often don’t stop there, and may 
have gone on to acquire other unsecured debts. 

“There will undoubtedly be some who won’t 
be able to rehouse elsewhere.”

Ah, but hang on. If the Audi is derived from 
the Golf, why not simply save a stack of cash 
and go for a car that has a decent amount of 
cachet in its own right? 

Fair point, but if you are a premium badge 
buyer or company car ‘user chooser’ this car 
allows you to stay in that status zone and, 
even though you or your company/leasing 
firm will pay more up front, the Sportback 
will be worth more when you hand over 
the keys. 

The A3 is also a car that has the all-impor¬ 
tant feel-good factor and I was seduced by the 
test model on this occasion, a near top of the 
range Sportback 2.0TFSI Quattro S line. 

It costs a hefty £25,000, but you get stacks of 
kit, the turbocharged 197bhp 2.0-litre petrol 
unit from the Golf GTI and the legendary 
driver-flattering Quattro all-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem to help you put that power down. 

If the price is a bit rich though, check out the 
1.8 TFSI - it starts at £18,585 - you could be 
downsizing and still having some fun.

THE first National Apprenticeship Week 
was launched this week to encourage more 
businesses and young people to take up a 
variety of opportunities. 

One hundred and eleven young people have enrolled on 
the county council’s Kent Success Programme - aimed at 
16- to 19-year-olds who are looking to learn and gain a 
qualification while they are working, and who have shown 
an interest in starting their career within the public sector. 

Fifty-two are still currently studying for their apprentice¬ 
ship qualification. 

Of the 37 young people who have completed their quali¬ 
fication, 16 have remained employed by Kent County 
Council and a further 14 have found permanent jobs with 
other public or private sector organisations. 

The young people are undertaking apprenticeships in 
childcare, health and social care, customer service, busi¬ 
ness and administration and catering. 

County councillor Mark Dance said: “I’m really enthused 
by our apprenticeship programme. 

“Working in the public sector is challenging but hugely 
rewarding. We have seen the benefits of apprenticeships 
and learned a lot over the last two years. 

“A model of best practice has been developed to showcase 
the programme and what has worked within KCC so that 
employers can implement a similar programme within 
their organisation.” 

The development of the Kent Apprenticeship Programme 
is a target of Towards 2010, a plan which aims to improve 
the quality of fife for Kent’s residents. 

The target is to provide at least 250 apprenticeship 
opportunities within KCC itself and 750 in other public 
and private sector organisations across the county. 

It is part of a national scheme which looks set to be a 
major way to bring young people into the work place and 
help them develop skills and abilities. 

Charlotte Harris, 18, has completed her apprenticeship 
with KCC and gained employment with the council. 

She said: “The apprenticeship programme has benefited me 
in a whole range of ways. I successfully gained an NVQ Level 
2 in Business and Administration, and I now have numerous

The midfielder went over to a 
section of the crowd after the 
game at Hartsdown Park where 
he was congratulated by fans, but 
things turned ugly when he took 
off his shirt and then left the 
pitch appearing to have an argu¬ 
ment with a Blues supporter. 

Margate players ran to see 
what had happened and player/ 
manager Steve McKimm had to 
drag Standen back on to the pitch 
after it seemed he had been head-

Trott told Yourthanet that he had 
been told Standen was abused 
and that was “not acceptable”, but 
it appears the club have come 
down hard on the Blues player. 

Margate chairman Malcolm 
Rowlett said: “We have taken the 
step of writing to Dean to tell 
him we have terminated his con¬ 
tract. 

“I do not really know the true 
facts, but he left the pitch and he 
can’t do that - it is against all 
rules and regulations. 

‘You only overhear things that 
happened, but we are looking into 
what happened. It is only hear¬ 


say, but it is suspected that he 
was being abused and he reacted. 

“We were all horrified to see 
what happened. Dean is such a 
nice chap - then when he gets on 
the football field he loses his 
head. 

‘We have to give him 14 days’ 
notice and then he has seven 
days to appeal, but as a club we 
cannot condone that. 

“Robin is 100 per cent behind 
the decision made by the club.” 

Trott said he was not expecting 
to be able to replace the midfield¬ 
er and instead will have to play 
either Jay Saunders or Kieran 
Morris as a partner to McKimm 
in the remaining games of the 
season.
